Northwest Design Group, engineering and 
planning firm from Petoskey, was hired to 
gather data for lake levels and recommend | 


a dredging plan. 


Margrethe 
Property Owners Association hope that a 
dredging project completed on an outlet to 
the lake will help manage water levels. 

A dredging project was completed on 
Portage Creek, which runs from Lake 
Margrethe to the Manistee River, in 
October. The area that was dredged was 15 
foot wide, 210 feet long and 18 inches 
deep. The creek and the mouth of the creek 
leading from the lake were dredged. 

The lake association has undertaken the 
responsibility to manage the levels of Lake 
Margrethe for the Crawford County Road 
Commission for the last 16 years. 

A court order, issued in 1974 in accor- 
dance with the Inland Lakes Level Act, 
mandated that the lake be maintained at 
1,134.4 feet above sea level on April 30 of 
each year through Nov. I, when boards at 
the dam located at the outlet of Lake 
Margrethe in Portage Creek are removed. 
The lake is then allowed to reach a lower 
level of 1,133.7 feet above sea level on Nov, 
1 of each year, continuing through April 30 
of the following year, in order to prevent ice 
damage to the shoreline during the spring

Schreiner, former City 
Police Chief, approved 
with 4-1 vote

The Grayling City Council passed the 
leadership torch for the community on 


.Monday. 


Karl Schreiner, who was a Grayling City 
Police Officer for 31 years and served the 
last eight years of his career as the Grayling 
City Police Chief before retiring in 
September 2008, was elected to serve as 
Grayling's new mayor on Monday. Karl M. 
DeVries, a Grayling City Police Officer 
who served the community for 24 years 
before retiring in November 2008, nomi- 
nated Schreiner for the council's top job. 
City Council Member Dee Maybury, who 
ran to fill an unexpired term on the 
Grayling City Council, supported the 
motion. 

Schreiner replaces past Mayor Larry 
Akers, who held the job for four years. City 
Council Member Kim McClain nominated 
Akers for reelection as mayor, but the 
motion failed at the council table due to a 
lack of support. The vote to select Schreiner 
as mayor passed by a four to one vote with 
McClain casting the only no vote. 

Schreiner served eight years on the 
Crawford AuSable School Board, which 
included a stint as president of the school 
board, 

“It's a great opportunity,” Schreiner said 
of being voted to serve as the city mayor. “I 
believe my experience serving as the school 
board president can be transferred to this 
position. I hope I can do as good of job as 
Larry did as mayor.” 

Akers was elected to serve as mayor pro- 
tem for the city council. The nomination 
was made by DeVries and supported by 
Schreiner. Akers nominated McClain to 
continue serving as mayor pro-tem, which 
was supported by Schreiner. The vote for

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LANSING MAYOR | Virgil

Asked about his  party’s 
prospects of winning the gover- 
nor's job in Michigan next year, 
Mayor Bernero claimed some

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by. Richwra M inten 
Cherry support may be strong as marshmallow 


and other Democratic leaders have 
“lots of concern” about whether 
Lt. Gov. John Cherry if he is nom- 
inated as expected by Democrats 
can carry the day for their party 
next November. 

He said iots of nice things about 
Mr. Cherry and his long and dedi- 
cated service to Michigan and the 
Democratic party, as most 
Democrats do. 

“Loyalty is important, but so are 
the issues, and so is winning,” 
Mayor Bernero was quoted in a 
Detroit Free Press interview. 

Although the idea has been sug- 
gested to him, Mr. Bernero said, it 
is “very unlikely” that he will 
become a candidate for governor 
next year — but significantly he did 
not rule out options for the future.

THE SAME DOUBTING 
theme has run through other spec- 
ulative stories about Lt. Gov. John 
Cherry’s electability in a statewide 
race, 

Recent interviews with 
Democratic House Speaker Andy 
Dillon, held up by many of his 
party’s wortiers as an attractive 


possible alternative to Lt. Gov. 
Cherry, has sounded — similar 
qualms about a Cherry candidacy. 
Mr. Dillon has not publicly 
embraced the idea of his own can- 
didacy, nor has he cast it complete- 
ly aside. 

Most early polls that match Mr. 
Cherry against any of a number of 
possible Republican opponents 
show Mr. Cherry trailing most of 
them. 

John Cherry has been lieutenant 
governor under Democratic Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm for the full 
eight years of her terms in the front 
office and has been in lockstep 
with her and her various: public 
and legislative programs all the 
way. 

In view of Michigan’s deepen- 
ing fiscal and economic problems, 
his deep involvement and support 
for the Granholm agenda may 


prove to be too much for his can-' 


didacy to overcome. 
* * * 
MICHIGAN DEMOCRATS 
could face the same sort of dilem- 
ma that has beleaguered many 
Michigan Republicans for years. 


To win nomination to public 
office in Michigan, candidates of 
both parties often must embrace 
strict and extreme partisan or spe- 
cial interest views. 

Once nomination is secured, 
election often is determined not by 
extremists in either party, but by 
some combination or coalition of 
voters who will accept consider- 
ably more moderate views than the 
extremists in either party will sup- 
port. 

This year John Cherry may be 
the textbook-perfect Democratic 
candidate. He is intelligent, edu- 
cated, hard working and loyal. 
Over the years he has built strong 
union and party support. He is 
experienced, has held important 
lesser offices, and has been a good 
soldier. He has earned his party’s 
respect and support. 

Where John Cherry falls short, 
especially in these days of wide- 
spread television and instant 
impressionism, is in the personal 
charisma department ... and of 
course, he is a victim of the times 
in which he is running. 

The state is changing economi- 


cally and socially on a drastic 
scale, but the political makeup of 
Michigan seems to be moving 
somewhere, too. 

As yet it’s not clear where the 
voters are moving, or how long it 
will take, but plenty of indications 
endorse the idea that social and 
political changes are developing. 

For the 2010 nomination for 
governor, Mr. Cherry’s support has 
been solid, as witness the appear- 
ance of only two long-shot chal- 
lengers — State Rep. Alma Wheeler 
Smith and former State Rep. John 
Freeman — with only about eight 
months before the primary next 
August. 

John Cherry should win the pri- 
mary, but how that solid support 
will hold up in the general election 
is what has many Democrats con- 
cermed.

God’s motivation for mis- 
sions: ‘“l4How then shall 
they call on him in whom 
they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in him 
of whom they have not 
heard? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher?” 
Romans 10:15 gave us God’s 
method for — missions: 
“’5And how shall they 
preach, except they be sent? 
as it is written, How beauti- 
ful are the feet of them that 
preach the gospel of peace, 
and -bring glad tidings of 
good things!” Now Romans 
10:16 gives us God’s mourn- 
ing for missions: ‘16But 
they have not all obeyed the 
gospel. For Esaias saith, 
Lord, who hath believed our 
report?” The reason mis- 
sions fail rests primarily 
upon the unbelief and dis- 
obedience of those confront- 
ed with the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. People remain lost 
and condemned because of 
their own choice to reject 
God’s revealed truth. 

First comes the sinner’s 
disobedience in Romans 
10:16a: “I6But they have 
not all obeyed the gospel...” 
They refuse the command of 
Jesus Christ in Mark 1:45: 
“..fepent ye, and believe 
the gospel.” 

As Jesus said in Luke 


13:3: “31 tell you, Nay: but, 
except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish.” = Acts 
17:30 reminds us that God, 
“7... now comimandeth all 
men every where to repent.” 
Romans 16:26 reminds us 
that God commands His 
Holy scriptures be made 
available to all nations, “for 
the obedience of faith.” 
God’s great commission to 
the church is to preach the 
gospel to every creature in 
every nation. (Matt. 28:18- 
20; Mark 16:15,16) 

Second, comes the sin- 
ner’s disrespect in Romans

58And 
he did not many mighty 
works there because of their 
unbelief’ Unbelief damns 
human souls die in their sins, 


as Jesus said in John 8:24: 
“241 said therefore unto you, 
that ye shall die in your sins: 
for if ye believe not that I am 
he, ye shall die in your sins.” 

Third, comes the sin- 
ner’s disbelief in Romans 
l6:c: = “...Lord, who hath 
believed our report?” 
Unbelief of God’s revelation 
is the cardinal unforgiveable 


sin which assure people of 


eternal Hell. “8But the fear- 
ful, and unbelieving, and the 
abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sor- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in 
the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone: which is 
the second death.” (Rev. 
21:8). The greatest sin of our 
age is unbelief in God’s rev- 
elation. People deny God as 
their creator in Genesis 1:1: 
“tin the beginning God cre- 
ated the heaven ard the 
earth.” People deny Jesus 
Christ as their only Savior in 
John 14:6: “6Jesus saith 
unto him, I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man 
cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.” Unbelief and dis- 
obedience grieve God and 
damn souls.
